GENKKAL UKMAIIKS. 

The academic year began July 1, 1917, and ended June :50, 
1918. 

During this period the Board of Regents held 16 meetings, 
9 of which were presided over by Chairman Yeater, 4 by Acting 
Chairman Roxas, 1 by Acting Chairman Albert, and 2 by Regent 
Quezon. 

Act No. 2759, amending the Organic Act of the University, 
approved by the Philipine Legislature at its session of Feb- 
ruary 23, 1918, brought about several changes in the member- 
ship of the Board of Regents. According to the provisions of 
this Act, the Board shall now be composed of the Secretary of 
Public Instruction, who shall be ex officio chairman, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, the chairman of the Committee of Public 
Instruction of the Senate, the chairman of the Committee on 
Public Instruction of the House of Representatives, the Director 
of Education, the President of the University, one member of 
the University Council of the University of the Philippines 
elected by said council, an alumnus of the University of the 
Philippines elected by the alumni of the University under such 
rules and regulations as may be promulgated by the Board of 
Regents, and three additional members to be appointed by the 
Governor-General, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. Hon. E. Finley Johnson ceased to be a member of the 
Board upon the enactment of this Act, and Prof. Herman W. 
Reynolds was elected by the University as a member of the 
Board of Regents on April 1, 1918, and Assistant Professor 
Bienvenido M. Gonzalez by the alumni of the University. 

Another important amendment to the Organic Act of the 
University is the power given to the Board to establish, with- 
out the need of legislative action, such schools and colleges 
in the Philippines as the Board may deem necessary. Under 
this amendment the Board established the Junior College of 
Liberal Arts at Cebu on July 1, 1918. 

The marked increase in the number of students in the School 
of Education and the recognition which the teaching profession 
deserves have been the principal motives which led the Board

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at its meeting of March 8, 1918, to authorize the organization 
of the School of Education into a College of Education effective 
July 1, 1918, thereby giving it a collegiate rank. 

Among the important events in the University during this 
period, the publication of the Varsity News should be given a 
prominent place. It first saw the light on August 2, 1917. 
Through this publication the students of one college learn of the 
activities of their fellow-students in the other colleges of the 
University, and this knowledge creates common interest among 
them which strengthen their spirit of solidarity and cooperation. 
Through its medium official notices come to the knowledge of 
the students in a most effective manner, and the public at large 
is given a chance to look into our university life, thereby arous- 
ing their interest in our welfare and securing their invaluable 
cooperation. 

The annual exposition of the College of Agriculture held on 
December 7 and 8, 1917, was attended by big delegations of 
students from different colleges of the University, members of 
the faculty, prominent government officials, merchants and busi- 
ness men, farmers and many others. 

The exhibit held by the School of Fine Arts in the last carnival 
was productive of valuable results. The high praises received 
from the press and the public in general and also the satisfac- 
tory sales of the articles exhibited greatly stimulated the students 
to greater efforts. 

The establishment of an Experiment Station under the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Los Banos was authorized by the Philip- 
pine Legislature under Act No. 2730, approved on February 15, 
1918. Great was the need for this experiment station in that 
college, inasmuch as it helps the carrying out of investigations 
of a high order, reporting the results thereof to the agricultural 
community by means of journals and scientific pamphlets. 

The first University Day was held on December 15, 1917. 
There were a military review, athletic games, open air concerts, 
dramatic performances, an oratorical contest and a dance. As 
intended, it furnished great entertainment to professors and 
students alike, bringing them together from all the schools and 
colleges of the University. 

Worthy of a special mention is the liberal donation made by 
Dr. Ariston Bautista, Professor and Chief of the Department 
of Clinical Medicine of the College of Medicine and Surgery, for 
pensioning in the United States a graduate from that college 
to specialize in nervous and mental diseases. This donation 
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is a manifestation of the praiseworthy spirit pervading the Uni- 
versity. The same may be said of Mr. Mariano Limjap who, 
with no other purpose than to give the necessary inducement 
to students to pursue the veterinary profession in the Islands, 
generously established two scholarships in the College of Veteri- 
nary Science. 

Considering the special attainments of Dr. Antonio G. Sison, 
and believing that further training will be a great asset to the 
teaching staff of the College of Medicine and Surgery, the 
Board of Regents at its meeting of November 17, 1917, author- 
ized him to pursue advanced studies in the United States for a 
period of one year, receiving therefor, in addition to his regular 
salary, the necessary traveling expenses to and from the United 
States, and while there, those from one institution to another 
in the course of his studies. 

The University has not been unmindful of the needs of the 
Philippine National Guard for men with high academic qualifica- 
tions. It has given the Guard all help possible, and the spon- 
taneous response of professors and students alike to the call 
once more gives credit to the way the University fosters public 
spirit. To this end the Executive Committee of the University 
Council passed a resolution whereby students admitted to the 
National Guard were given leave of absence for such a length 
of time as its needs would warrant. 

Among these University events, a sad one, however, is to be 
recorded. The death of Mr. Joaquin M. Herrer, instructor in 
landscape and drawing from life, is a loss that was greatly 
felt by the country in general and by the University in par- 
ticular. He rendered highly satisfactory service since the 
foundation of the School of Fine Arts. The deceased had re- 
ceived gold and silver medals from different expositions abroad 
and lastly from the Panama Pacific Exposition, and during his 
connection with the University he had been awarding prizes to 
students as incentives to greater efforts. 

The commencement exercises were held on April 4, 1918, the 
University then conferring 259 degrees.

The area of lands of the College of Agriculture was increased 
by i*^4,500 on account of the land of former Dean E. B. Copeland 
sold to the college. In the increase for the General Office in 
the amount of tn61,095.71, the sum of f*=156,717.19 represents 
the value of lands adjacent to the University Campus trans- 
ferred from the Bureau of Lands to the University of the Phil- 
ippines without cost by the Insular Auditor, and the additional 
amount of 1^4,378.60, is the total amount expended during the 
year from the appropriation of t^7,500. Act No. 2704, provided 
for the filling in of the University Campus. 

Regarding the College of Agriculture increase in the amount 
for buildings by f^71,760.11, I beg to state that this comprises 
the following: 

The value of the Chemistry Laboratory by 1^277.44, cost of 
constructing the building from funds of Act No. 1580, according 
to the best information available, and likewise the amount of 
the tool and store room (two stories) was also increased in 
the sum of 1*^8,856.21 for the same reason. As to the increase 
of the Physics Laboratory No. 2, in the amount of ^28,663.97, it 
must be said that this was the amount expended of the ^30,000 
allotted for the construction of the laboratory provided for in 
Act No. 2378, and the building after completion was transferred 
to the University account at its cost value. The amount provided 
for in Act No. 2583 for the Agronomy Laboratory was all spent, 
and the building when completed was also taken up into the 
University assets account. 

By a special act, the amount of 1*^4,000 was appropriated and 
embodied in Act No. 2494 for the construction of a tobacco 
curing house, and of this sum ^^^3, 962. 49 were used, so that this 
amount stands for the value of the building, and taken into our 
books at that cost. 

The increase in the value of the Engineering Laboratory by 
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t*2,573.83, was due to the amount of expenditures during the 
year 1917 incurred in the construction of the building, and the 
increase in the College of Liberal Arts was caused by the trans- 
fer of the Freer Chemical Laboratory valued at 1^54,860.75, 
constructed under Act No. 2494 of the legislature. 

No further explanations can be offered in the matter of in- 
creases in the other assets, except that they have been acquired 
thru purchase demanded by the needs of the college.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Table No. 1 shows that in the academic year 1917-18 the 
total number of students in all the colleges and schools of the 
University is 3,289, while the enrollment in 1916-17 was 2,975, 
showing an approximate increase of 11 per cent. To par- 
ticularize, there was increase in attendance in the College of 
Agriculture by approximately 30 per cent, in the College of 
Engineering by 45 per cent, in the College of Veterinary Science 
by 157 per cent and in the Conservatory of Music by 50 per cent, 
the last deserving special mention by reason of the fact that it 
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has hardly two years of existence. The University High School, 
a new department of the University belonging to the College of 
Education, has registered a total of 74, in spite of its strict 
requirements for admission. 

As will be seen from this table, the College of Liberal Arts 
has during this academic year decreased in its enrollment as 
compared with that of last year, owing to the fact that the 
School of Education, formerly a department of that college, was 
seperated from it and was organized into a College of Education 
on July 1, 1918, thereby giving it a collegiate rank. The School 
of Fine Arts has also suffered a decrease in attendance due to the 
raising of the entrance requirements. 

Classifying the students according to sex. Table No. 2 shows 
that there are 2,758 male students and 555 female students, 
the latter being distributed as follows: 228 in the School of 
Nursing; 94 in the Conservatory of Music; 79 in Medicine; 56 
in Education; 38 in Fine Arts; 34 in the College of Liberal 
Arts; 25 in the University High School; and 1 in the College 
of Law. This table also shows that in the University there 
are 14 Americans, and that the total number of all other 
foreigners is 22. The average age of the students in the whole 
University is 21. 

Table No. 3 shows that these students come from almost all 
parts of the Islands and that several foreign countries have 
representatives in the University. The provinces that have 
more than 100 students in the University are Manila with 638 ; 
Pangasinan 206; Bulacan 191; Batangas 186; Laguna 176; Pam- 
panga 167; Rizal 158; Tayabas 133; Cavite 130; Nueva Ecija 
109; Iloilo 106; La Union 102; and Ilocos Norte 102. The num- 
ber of students from other provinces ranges from 1 (Sulu and 
Lanao) to 96 (Ilocos Sur). 

Considering the number of students in the colleges register- 
ing large enrollments, it is to be noted that in the College of 
Agriculture Pangasinan has 74 ; Batangas 63 ; Laguna 55 ; Ca- 
vite 45; Rizal 35; Bulacan 32; Nueva Ecija 24; Tayabas 21; 
Ilocos Norte and La Union, 19 each; Tarlac and Zambales, 15 
each; Antique and Manila, 11 each; and other provinces from 
1 to 10. In the College of Liberal Arts, Manila has 43 ; Iloilo 
and Pampanga have 23 each ; Bulacan 22 ; Tayabas 21 ; Laguna 
19; Ilocos Norte and Pangasinan, 18 each; Cebu and Occiden- 
tal Negros, 17 each; Batangas, Capiz and Rizal, 15 each; Zam- 
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bales 13 ; Cavite 12 ; and other provinces from 1 to 10. In the 
College of Medicine and Surgery, Batangas has 25; Pampanga 
18; Cebu 17; Manila 14; Rizal and Tayabas, 13 each; Bulacan 
and Laguna, 12 each; Iloilo 11 ; and other provinces from 1 to 10. 
In the College of Law, Manila has 27 ; Batangas and Pampanga, 
13 each; Bulacan and Iloilo, 12 each; and other provinces from 
1 to 10. 

As observed in last year's report, though it is difficult to 
determine the real reason for the increase or decrease in the 
number of students from a particular province, it is safe to 
assert that in the election of college courses it is not only the 
student's own inclination that plays an important part, but 
also his environment, the emulation of his fellow-students, the 
needs of the province where he will practice his profession, and 
the possibilities that his province has in store for him. Thus, 
it will be noted that Manila has the largest number of students 
in the Colleges of Liberal Arts and Law and in the School of 
Education ; while Pangasinan leads in the College of Agriculture 
and Batangas in the College of Medicine and Surgery. 

DEGREES CONFERRED. 

The degrees conferred by the different colleges in 1918 were 
259, with 112 certificates. The graduates belong to different 
provinces and, as may be noted from table No. 5, Pampanga, 
Batangas, and Manila have the first three highest numbers of 
graduates. (See Tables Nos. 4, 5, and 6.) 

The number of women graduates is steadily increasing every 
year. In 1917, 37 different degrees were conferred upon them, 
and in 1918, 48. In all, 158 different degrees have been con- 
ferred upon them since 1911, as shown in tables Nos. 7 and 8. 
Manila leads in this number of degrees with 28, Batangas, Pam- 
panga, and Tayabas coming next with 16 each. It may also be 
remarked that Liberal Arts, Pharmacy, and Education seem 
to be the courses preferred by our young women. 

As may be seen from tables Nos. 9 and 10, the total number 
of female students in the University for this academic year is 
555, distributed among the various collegiate departments, in 
the schools of Fine Arts and Nursing and in the Conservatory of 
Music and the University High School. Manila, Bulacan, La- 
guna, and Tayabas rank highest in their quota of female 
students. 
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PHOMOTIONS AND KLIMINATIONS. 

Some useful information may be had on the progress of the 
University by carefully examining its records since the organiza- 
tion of its different schools and colleges in order to determine 
educational ^'mortality" or the elimination of students. We 
have undertaken such an examination and tables Nos. 11 to 18, 
inclusive, are the results. The records of each student from 
the first year up to graduation was followed, leaving aside those 
students who failed once or twice but who finally succeeded in 
graduating. Since failure may be due to leaving the college 
before the examination, or by reason of that examination, it 
has been necessary to have in the tables two columns showing 
the proportion of elimination before and after the examination 
of every year. We are able in this way to determine not only 
the number of those who are eliminated and promoted from 
year to year until graduation, but also the proportion between 
those who began the course and those who finished it, as well 
as those who were eliminated before graduation for some reason 
or other. 
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GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

First of all, it should be noted that Tables Nos. 14 and 15 
of the Colleges of Engineering and Agriculture, respectively, 
show certain irregularities in their early years due to the fact 
that quite a number of students who studied in other institu- 
tions were admitted with advanced credit to the second, third, 
fourth or fifth year of the Colleges of Agriculture and En- 
gineering. 

From an examination of all these tables we see that a great 
percentage of elimination is found between the first year and 
the second year of every college, that elimination decreases 
steadily in the second, third, fourth, and fifth years, and that 
84.86 per cent of those who survive until the last year are able 
to graduate. 

We shall now discuss the elimination of those students who 
entered the first year of the different colleges in order to find 
out the number of those who left before the end of the year, 
the number of those who failed in the final examinations of 
the year, and the number of those promoted to the second year. 
In the College of Law we find that for a period of seven years 
ending in 1917 (in the 3-year course for six years only for in 
the academic year 1917-18 no new students was admitted to 
this course) 17.5 per cent left the college before the end of the 
year; 17.5 per cent failed in the examination and 65 per cent 
were promoted to the second year. In the College of Medicine 
and Surgery, for a period of eleven years ending in 1917, the 
percentages of those who left the college before the end of the 
year and the number of those who failed in the examination 
and the number promoted to the second year are 16, 20, 64 
per cent, respectively. In the School of Pharmacy, for a period 
of seven years ending in 1917, we have 25, 29, and 46 per cent, 
respectively. In the College of Engineering, for a period of 
seven years ending in 1917, we have 37, 18, and 45 per cent, 
respectively. In the College of Agriculture, for a period of nine 
years ending in 1917, the percentages are 18.5, 7.5, and 74 per 
cent. In the College of Veterinary Science, for a period of 
eight years ending in 1917, they are 25, 17, and 58. 

Summarizing these statistics on elimination and promotion 
of the first year students, we see that 35 per cent of those 
registered in the first year in the College of Law are eliminated ; 
36 per cent in the College of Medicine and Surgery; 54 per 
cent in the School of Pharmacy; 55 per cent in the College of 
Engineering; 26 per cent in the College of Agriculture; 42 per 
cent in the College of Liberal Arts; and 39 per cent in the 
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College of Veterinary Science. It thus follows that the general 
average percentage of elimination in these six colleges and in 
the School of Pharmacy is 41, while the general average per- 
centage of promotion to the second year is 59. 

Of the 41 per cent who were eliminated in the first year, 
24.29 per cent left the College before the final examination, 
while 16.71 per cent failed in the examination. Of those who 
left the college, some transferred to some other college, some 
were compelled to leave for economic reasons, some engaged 
in different occupations, while others were compelled by the 
faculty of the colleges either to leave or to repeat the course, 
because they did not meet the requirements of the University. 

Referring now to the students who failed in the examinations, 
I may say that the causes of their failures have been generally 
the same as those I mentioned in my last report. Failure in 
the examinations does not necessarily mean lack of natural 
ability, there being several other factors which may contribute 
to produce it. The life, for example, in a city like Manila offers 
too many attractions and temptations to the youth and many 
students do not spend as much time as they should on their 
studies. Also, the students of the secondary schools officially 
recognized by the Department of Public Instruction are in a 
great number deficient in their knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, and this handicaps them greatly in their first year in the 
University. Wrong choice of courses also has its effects. 
Many of the first year students take up courses in law, medicine, 
agriculture, engineering, etc., only because their parents or 
guardians compel them to do so, even though their special abil- 
ities and interests are not along those lines. Lastly, I may 
mention the difference in the methods of teaching in the second- 
ary schools and in the University. In the former the method 
of recitation is much more used than in the latter, where that 
of laboratory and research work and lectures are used. The 
first method emphasizes memory while the second, reasoning, 
so that, generally speaking, the new students cannot easily 
adapt themselves to the new method. 

As has already been mentioned, the percentage of elimination 
decreases constantly after the first year. The causes of elim- 
ination in the years after the first year are in general the same 
as those of that year. 

GRADUATION AND ElilMINATION. 

The following tables will give us some light on another 
important question to be considered in connection with the 
efficiency of our students :

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Table No. XIX shows the number of graduates in propor- 
tion to the number who began in the first year. Including those 
who were required to repeat one or more subjects, the percent- 
ages of graduation and elimination for every 100 students are, 
respectively: College of Medicine and Surgery, 64.70 and 35.30; 
School of Pharmacy, 51.43 and 48.57; College of Law, 47.56 
and 52.44; College of Liberal Arts, 46.78 and 53.22; College 
of Veterinary Science, 44.44 and 55.56; College of Agriculture, 
39.56 and 60.44; College of Engineering, 38.18 and 61.82. 

It will be noted that the years considered are from 1915 to 
1918 only. I have deemed this arrangement advisable by reason 
of the fact that in a college like the College of Agriculture, in the 
early years there were many irregularities in the matter of 
allowing special students; and to make the standard of com- 
parison even the other colleges have been considered from 1915 
only.

Comparing now the percentages of graduation and elimination 
in the different colleges, we find that the College of Medicine and 
Surgery has the highest percentage of graduation while the 
College of Engineering has the highest percentage of elimination. 

If we consider the number of those who entered a college 
and those who finished the course in the normal number of 
years, from Table No. XIX we see that 39.56 per cent were 
graduated and 60.44 per cent were eliminated. Including, how- 
ever, those students who had to repeat a year or more, we have 
47.53 per cent of graduation and 52.47 per cent of elimination. 

SCHOIiARSHIP MARKS. 

To give the Board of Regents some idea of the scholarship 
of our students, I have prepared Tables Nos. 20, 21, 22, 23, 
24, 25, 26, 27, 28, and 29 which show the distribution of 14,418 
grades for the school year 1917-18. The grades of the students 
are recorded on their record cards according to the reports 
of the instructors. The grades are classified as 1, 2, 3, 4, and 
5, and stand, respectively, for marked excellence, thoroughly 
satisfactory, passed, conditioned and complete failure. In 
grading the students the practice of American universities is 
followed. The result of the final examination, the daily work 
of the student, his notebooks, themes and laboratory work are 
all taken into consideration in determining the grades. The 
general practice is to give grade 5 to a student who has obtained 
an average of less than 60 ; 4, from 60 to 73 ; 3, from 74 to 79 ; 
2, from 80 to 90 ; aftd 1, from 91 to 100.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Without going into a detailed discussion of certain important 
aspects of the grading of students, it is sufficient for the present 
to state that student grades have in general a two-fold purpose, 
namely, to encourage the students to study and to give recogni- 
tion to the merits of a student's work in order that a good 
example may be given to the whole school as a social community. 

Examining now the preceding tables, we see that the Col- 
lege of Law has the highest percentage of grades 1 (16 per 
cent), while the College of Agriculture has the smallest per- 
centage of that grade (2 per cent). This marked difference 
would seem to indicate that the former college attracts more 
bright students than the latter. Ranking the other colleges 
according to percentage of grade 1 secured, they come in the 
following order: School of Dentistry with 11 per cent; Liberal 
Arts with 10 per cent; School of Pharmacy and Medicine with 
8 per cent each; Education and Engineering with 7 per cent 
each; and Veterinary Science with 5 per cent. The percentage 
of grade 2 secured in the different colleges is as follows: Col- 
lege of Law, 39 per cent; Liberal Arts and Medicine, 27 per 
cent each; Education, 24 per cent; Engineering, 21 per cent; 
Pharmacy, 20 per cent; Veterinary Science, 19 per cent; and 
Dentistry and Agriculture, 16 per cent each. The percentage 
of grade 3 secured by the different colleges is the largest of 
all. Of this Medicine has 55 per cent; Pharmacy, 50 per cent; 
Liberal Arts, 44 per cent; and Law, 27 per cent. Of grades 4 
and 5, the School of Dentistry has the highest percentage (14 
per cent) . The other colleges are ranked as follows: Veterinary 
Science, 14 per cent ; Agriculture, 13 per cent ; School of Phar- 
macy, 11 per cent; Law, Education, Engineering and Liberal 
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Arts, with 9 per cent each ; and Medicine, 5 per cent. In brief, 
the great majority of grades are passing grades, thus indicating 
that a great majority of the students are able to pass their 
courses. The number of other grades secured are ranked 2, 
5, 4, and 1 ; that is, there are more grades of 2 than 5 (more 
than twice as many), and more grades of 4 than 1. 

Studying these grades as distributed according to sex, we see 
that in the Schools of Pharmacy and Dentistry women secured 
smaller number of grades 1 than men, but in the Colleges of 
Education, Liberal Arts, Medicine and Law they secured a 
greater number. As a whole, however, women obtained more 
grades of 4 and 5 this year than men.

With the purpose of giving an idea of the quality of in- 
struction given in the public high schools as well as in the pri- 
vate preparatory schools, tables Nos. 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 
37, 38, and 39 have been prepared, showing the distribution of 
12,680 grades by schools.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

From these tables we see that there are 25 public schools 
and 19 private schools which have prepared students for the 
University. Out of these 44 schools, we shall consider only 
24, for only these have secured 100 grades or over of different 
kinds in the University. The same standard of comparison 
can, therefore, be applied to them. Now, based upon the num- 
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ber of grades secured, these 24 schools rank as follows: Manila 
High School, 3,936; Ateneo de Manila, 697; Philippine Normal 
School, 679; Pampanga High School, 647; Iloilo High School, 
577 ; Cebu High School, 555 ; Batangas High School, 473 ; Taya- 
bas High School, 466 ; Ilocos Sur High School, 423 ; Pangasinan 
High School, 330 ; Occidental Negros High School, 308 ; Silliman 
Institute, 304; Liberal Arts Academy, 286; Colegio Mercantil, 
284; Nueva Ecija High School, 280; Liceo de Manila, 269; 
Bulacan High School, 241; Laguna High School, 216; Capiz 
High School, 176; Centro Escolar de Senoritas, 171; Cagayan 
High School, 153; La Union High School, 120; Albay High 
School, 119; Camarines High School, 105.

Of the schools and colleges which secured less than 100 grades, 
De la Salle College, Seminario College, San Carlos College, Ilocos 
Norte High School, and Leyte High School are among those 
counting with a good number of grades 1. 

In conclusion, I may state that although the grades obtained 
by students in the University do not conclusively show the 
standing of the schools from which they come, yet, if grades 
have any value at all, it may be stated for the benefit of the 
schools concerned, that high grades secured in the University 
are correlated with better preparatory instruction of the stu- 
dents, and that poor grades may be attributed partly to defective 
instruction in the preparatory schools.

I 
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GENERAL ORSERVATIONS. 

When we examine Tables Nos. 40, 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 
47, 48, and 49, we find that the ages of the students in the 
University range from as low as 16 years to as high as 38 
years. From these tables we also see, as a general rule, that 
the younger students are the brighter ones, and are mostly 
found in the Colleges of Medicine, Education, Engineering, in 
the School of Pharmacy and in the College of Liberal Arts 
especially. The older students, that is, those above 25, are 
mostly found in the Colleges of Law, Education, and Medicine. 
In the first college most of these older students are employed 
in the city, and take advantage of the opportunity offered by 
the night classes ; and so in the second ; while in the third, that 
is, in the College of Medicine, they are mostly those taking 
graduate courses. The majority of the students, however, are 
between the ages of 18 and 24. Students between these ages 
have secured the best grades, as a general rule, and this would 
seem to show that our youth, as a result perhaps of earlier de- 
velopment due to the influence of tropical climate, are able to 
pursue university studies at as early an age as 18 or 19 years. 
As noted in my last report, according to the figures in the 
tables under examination, children should begin their studies 
in the primary schools at the age of 5 or 6 years in order that 
they may pass to the intermediate schools at the age of 9 or 
10 and enter the high schools at the age of 13 or 14. In this 
way, after completing the high schools at the age of 17 or 18, 
and after taking one or two years' preparatory course in the 
College of Liberal Arts, they may enter upon their professional 
studies in the University at the age of 18 or 19. As the profes- 
sional courses generally take four years, our students would 
thus complete their course at the age of 22 or 23 after 16 
years of study. 

Considering now the relation between ages and the number 
of grades 1, we find that men of the ages between 20 and 25 
generally lead in all the colleges, while in the case of women 
it is between the ages of 18 and 22 or 23. This fact would 
seem to indicate that women mature intellectually earlier than 
men.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Table No. 50 shows that since 1914 when the College of 
Veterinary Science graduated students for the first time, it 
has until 1918 kept up a 100 per cent record in the Veterina- 
rian Examinations of the Bureau of Civil Service. Table No. 
51 also shows the excellent record obtained by our graduates 
in pharmacy, 94.44 per cent being the percentage passing for 
five years. Table No. 52 shows that 84.6 per cent of all the 
graduates of the College of Law who took the bar examinations 
since 1913 passed, in the last examinations obtaining the re- 
markable record of 100 per cent. Table No. 53 classifies the 
graduates of this same college according to the class to which 
they belong, and it shows that the class of 1918, or more ac- 
curately, the four-year course members of that class, have sur- 
passed past record by scoring 100 per cent passing. It will 
also be noticed that the class of 1915 ranks second in the 
percentage of members passing, and that of 1916 third. Table 
No. 54 shows that all our graduates from the College of Engi- 
neering who took the Civil Service Assistant Engineer examina- 
tion in 1917 passed, but that all those who took the Civil Engineer 
examination in the same year failed. 

To summarize, we can with reason be proud of the products 
of our University, for they have in the large majority come 
up to our expectations of them, their work having always re- 
flected honor upon their Alma Mater.
